CONSTimTION AND BY LAWS OP 

UNION. 
CONSTITUTION. 
Purpose of the Union. 

The purposes of this Union are to 
bring into co-operation and closer 
relations the tenants, landlords, and 
farm laborers of the State of Ken- 
tucky; to promote their best in- 
terests, moral, financial, and intel- 
lectual, by all lawful means; to pro- 
mote and encourage a better feeling 
and understanding of conditions be- 
tween landlord and tenant to the 
economic advantage of both classes; 
to rsMove from the tcmiuit system 
now pcevailing In Kentueky sooie of 
its objectionable features, as specified 
and set out in this constitution; and 
to secure better living conditions for 
said tenants and laborers, them- 
selves, and their children, and by do- 
ing so to raise the standard and in- 
crease the efficiency of tenant and 
farm labmrer's work.

In order to obtain and secure the 
aforesaid objects, and to remove 
some of the objectionable features 
now inhearing in the tenant system 
of this State, we, the members of 
this Union, hereby agree to the fol- 
lowing: 

(1.) No member of this Union 
shall pay or exact house rent. The 
house rent referred to is the rent 
charged tenants and farm laborers 
by their landlords while engaged in 
the raising of crops upon the farms 
oi;»8ald landlords. However, nothing 
herein shall be construed to apply to 
existing contracts. ' Not to be put 
into effect unless at least 75 per cent, 
of the tenants of the tobacco dis- 
trict agree to same. 

(2.) That all tenant and farm 
laborer members hereof shall take 
good rare of all the property, real 
or personal, of their landlords, which 
is submitted to their care, or over 
which they may have any control. 

(3.) As the tenant must live 
while engaged in the raising of his 
crops and his stock must have the 
means of subiristence, be It resolved 
there should be furnished the tenant 
sufflclent grass for grazing purposes 
for his necessary stock; what is 
necessary stock to be determined, as 
also the amount of grass necessary 
for same, by the facts of the particu- 
lar case. It should be considered 
that horses, sufficient in number to 
cultivate the crops, milk cows, and 
meat hogs, in proportion to the size 
of the tenant's faaiily, are neeessary 
stock. 

(4.) It is resolved that where 
the tenant furnishes everything to 
raise Mid care for the crops, he shall 
have one half of all said crops. 

(S.) im&n t&e landlord fur- 
nishes the tMmm and too|9 fbr the 
crops, theh the tenant shall have two 
fifths of said crops. B^t tobacco Is 
excepted from this provfidon. and in 
any event, is to be governed by sec- 
tion (4) herein. 

(6.) On account of the general 
rise in wages in all trades and call- 
ings due to the more general high 
cost of living, it is considered, that 
it would be fair to all parties, to 
fix the minimum monthly wage at. 
thirty-five dollars a month, where 
the month hand boards himseU. 

(7.) It is resolved that every 
tenant raising tobacco upon the 
shares should be allowed com land by 
his landlord,' also to be eul^vated 
upon the shares. The amount of com 
land to be allowed should depend 
upon the facts in each particular 
case; the number of acres of tobacco 
in cultivation and the size of the 
tenant's family being taken into 
consideration in making the esti- 
mate. 

(8.) Every tenant and farm 
laborer member of this Union, it is 
resolved, shall reasonably do his best 
to cultivate and care for the crops 
in his charge. It is to the interest 
of all parties concerned, that this 
Union will tolerate no loailng. idling, 
and Inefflclency. .The members here- 
of shall give to their crops their 
best care and attention. This Union 
does not propose to carry or to as- 
sist the man who will not work, nor 
will it tolerate the inebriate, the dis- 
honest member who deals dishonestly 
with the Union or with his landlord, 
nor the tough, or rowdy. This or- 
ganization proposes to obtain Its 
ends, as stated herein, by lawful 
means and any member who attempts 
any other means will be instantly 
dropped. 

OrsanicatidiL 

This constitution shall be the Con- 
stitution for both th,e Ckmnty Union, 
and also of the Local Unions, or- 
ganized or to be organized,' in the 
various precincts. 

The further details of organiza- 
tion and government shall be worked 
out in the by-laws to be adopted. 

This constitution shall be subject 
to amendmejit at any time by a two- 
thirds vote of all members present 
on any regular meeting night, pro- 
vided notice of said proposed change 
has been announced for at least two 
weeks preceeding said voting night. 

The articles of Incorporation al- 
ready filed for record in Bourbon 
Ck>unty, Ky., shall govern and con- 
trol all ausstlons touching the or- 
ganization and management of said 
Union, what officers are be elected 
and the method of said election. In 
each case where the said articles 
cover said points; otherwise, the by- 
laws shall provide the manner there- 
of as the Union may direct. 

Done at Paris, Kentucky, on this, 
the fourteenth day of September, 
1917, by the committee heretofore 
appointed to draft this Constitution.

ECUFSE AT SOUTH FOIX. 

(Rochester Post-Dispatch.) . . 
At the last meeting of the Amer- 
ican Astronomical Society, Prof. 
William F. Rigge called attention to 
some remarkable features of the an- 
nular eclipse of the sun which will 
occur Deeepiber IS, psssos through 
th^ South Pole of the earth; hence 
the eclipse wUI'be ytelbla ta all longi- 
tudes aad at JUI htfuia of loeal 
time. 

The most curious fact which Prof. 
Rigge brought out in connection 
i with the eclipse is this: If we think 
' of the South Pole as lying at sea 
j level, then the central line passes 
about four miles from the Pole, and 
the axis of the shadow cuts the pro- 
longation of the earth's axis 9.107 
feet above the pole. But from the 
reports of Amundsen and Scott we 
know that there is a lofty plateau 
at the pole with an elevation of about 
lO.SOO feat lia Tiew of thla alent- 
tlon of th» graand.

Tobacco cutting has occupied the 
attcntkm * of tha Bourbon county 
farmers durlmp the paat week and 
they have been putting in their best 

licks to get the remunerative weed 
housed before the frost gets at it. 
The biggest job now staring the 
farmara in the face is the forthcom- 
ing sowing of rye, wheat and' barley. 
Com, however, is still • greeli, and 
will not be ready to cut for a week 
or so, the numerous rains having 
kept it in this state. ^ 

Almost all the hemp in this county 
is in the shock, and the time for 
corn shucking has not yet arrived. 

Hogs are bringing good prices, sev- 
enteen cents OIL foot being the pre- 
yalling price. Oood prices "have 
been demanded for the young mules 
which have been raised here this sea- 
son, i^nd there have been quite a 
number of buyers from other States 
prospecting for this class of stock 
in this vicinity. There have been 
more horses and older mules offered 
for sale as well a? younger ones 
than for several seasons past. The 
recent rains have made the fall 
grass good, and this will be advant- 
ageous for all kinds of stock. 

Plenty of beans are yet to be had, 
and waterm^ons and canteloupes 
are abundant aad delicious. The 
last straggly grapet- have been gath- 
ered and many are busy converting 
green tomatoes, peppers and onions 
into pickles. Tomatoes have sold 
as high as |2i25 per bushel during 
the past week, and potatoes very 
scarce owing to the drouth, are now 
being sold at $1.40 to $1.60 per 
bushel. Roasting c:ars are tender and 
are now being: jwld at thirty cents per 
dozen. Eg?s are selling at fifty 
cents per dozen, and it is very hard 
to get cream for butter, because 
foreign markets are offering nearly 
$2 per gallon for good cream, and 
feed is so high that farmers are 
profiting by selling the cream.

WILL NOT S EIZE H OME FOODS. 

There is no truth in a widely cir- 
culated statement that the Govern- 
ment expects to take food supplies 
from any family. Both the Food Ad- 
ministration and the Department of 
Agriculture Join In a statement to 
counteract what seona to be a delib- 
erate propaganda to the effect that 
the Government intends to take from 
every family all canned goods put up 
in excess of 100 quarts. 

This is only one of the variations 
of the rumor, which has been widely 
circulated. Another statement is that 
the Government has been urging the 
canning, drying, and preserving of 
fruits and vegetables so that they 
will be in a convenient form for the 
Government to handle and transport 
when it takes them away from the 
people. Further elaboration is that 
these goods are to be taken from the 
American homes and shipped to Eng- 
land. " ' - ■■■^^ -'-^ • - •

TUrd, the 
caps may be nmeveA firofli med eaae, 
which may thea be SIM with fstets, 
chemicals, etcf.. and new caps appli- 
ed. There are at least two detin- 
ninff companies in this country that 
utilize old tin cans. The two com- 
panies purchase tinplate scraps from 
can makers and others and old tin 
Cans from junk dealers and commu- 
nity organizations. Prom 10 to 25 
per cent, of their capacity Is devoted 
to old tin cans. ^

PEOPLE OF THE AMAZON. 

One of the most interesting explo- 
ration> of modern times is that which 
the University of Pennsylvania has 
conducted in the Amazon basin.

Safe return to civilization, after a 
successful tour of the "Valley of 10,- 
000 Smokes/' the National Geogra- 
phical 8000(7*8 Mount Katmal expe- 
dition, was announced in a telegram 
to the society headcRiarters at Wash- 
ington, D. C, from Robert F. Grigj?s. 
head of the expedition, now at Ko- 
diak, Alaska. 

Griggs' message declares that in 
the light of the expedition's discov- 
ery the valley will stand as the first 
wonder of the world. Instead of 
"lO.Odt smokes," as the vast volcanic 
area^in Alaska is now known, the 
valley- is said to hare literally mil- 
lions of active vents in a ^aoe of a 
hundred square miles 

The survey of the exploration 
party proves, according to the mes- 
sage, that Katmal Is the greatest 
crater on the face of the globe, be- 
ing more than nine miles In circum- 
ference and 3,600 feet deep. The 
party also discovered a mud river 
seventeen miles long, and mapped 1,- 
600 miles of territory hitherto un- 
charted.

Bourbon county will not fail to heed 
the advice for stopping wastage of 
food in the homes. According to Mr. 
Sackett the national administration 
anticipates the heartiest oo-optaation 
in every American home and regards 
the elimination of waste In ^e kitch- 
en as a vital factor in the successful 
prosecution of the war. 

On Sunday, October 21, volunteer 
members of the various county organ- 
izations will begin a house-to-house 
canvass in every county of the State, 
and householders everywhere will be 
asked .to sign cards pledging them- 
selves to avoid wasting food and to 
follow such general directions for the 
conservation of food as may be issued 
from time to time by the United 
States Food Administration, . 

It is estimated there are 651,152 
families in Kentucky and that the 
average number of persons in each 
family is four, and upon each of these 
will devolve the duty of living up to 
the pledge given the government by 
the head of the household. The task 
will not be a difficult one, and if met 
conscientiously and cheerfully the 
work of the Food Administration will 
show some sp l e n d i d results immedi- 
ately. 

"It would be a shameful thing," 
said Mr. $ackett, "if when the final 
figures are announced Kentucky is 
found to be lagging in this her prime 
duty of the moment. At Washington 
it is estimated that of the total num- 
ber of families in each State approx- 
imately 75 per cent, will sign the 
pledge cards. I anticipate that Ken- 
tucky will beat this record and that 
90 per cent, or possibly a larger fig- 
ure than that, will take the pledge to 
aid the Government in this great 
emergency. Ours is a great opportu- 
nity. If we grasp it promptly we 
will place ourselves on record with 
those who wish to w in the war quick- 
ly and at the same time reler^e food, 
that otherwise might be wasted, to 
our niedy allies over the seas." 

The following general suggestions 
have been made by the Food Admin- 
istration ss helpful in meeting and 
making effective the Government's 
aims in conserVlng^nB food resources 
of the country: ^ 

Buy less: cook no more than 
necessary; serve smaller por- 
tions. 

Use local and sea.sonable sup- 
plies. 

Patronize your local producers 
and lessen the need of trans- 
portation. 
Preach and practi^p the "gos- 
pel of the clean plate." 
We do not ask the American peo- 
ple to starve themselves. E&t 
plenty, but wisely, and with- 
out waste. 
Da not limit the plain food of« 

growing chlldrsa. 
Do not eat between meals. 
Watch out for the waste In the 

community. ' 
You can yourself devise other 
methods of saving to the ends 
we wish to accomplish. Un- 
der various circumstances and 
with varying conditions you 
can vary the methods of econ- 
omizing.

The harvest 
has been plentiful and now the ad- 
vantsge thus gained must be protect- 
ed by guarding against waste. . 
Food that Is thrown out Is wasted. 
The government has no desire to 
ask its people to deprive themselves 
of whatever food they need; neither 
is it intended to dictate to them what 
they do with the supply they have 
laid up. They may use it hemselves, 
sell it, or give it away. All that is 
urged by the Government is that no 
good food be wasted.

Wihen your crop is harvested do not 
allow the ground to grow In weeds. 
This only means more weeds next 
year, ciean up the space, and if 
there is time plant in something else. 
In planting the succeeding crop it 
should differ as widely from the first 
as possible. For instance, peas can 
be planted where potatoes have been, 
or beets where beans, but never fol- 
low with plants of the same type, 
for requiring the same nourishment, 
thej tmhintt the snwnd and put 
nothing hndc • 

A winter cover crop should be 
planted on the grronnd not oecupied 
with late or winter vegetables. This 
is an interesting way of fertilising 
the ground. All pod-growing plants, 
called legumes, enrich the soil 
through the action of bnetn^ glow- 
ing on their roots. 

The bacteria forms little sacks or 
nodules on the roots and, by the ac- 
tion of their bodies, extract the ni- 
trogen from the air and deposit it 
around themselves as nitrates. Thus 
the soy beans (soja) are constantly 
putting nitrogen into the ground and 
are of additional value if plowed into 
the ground after the seed is gathered.

In many counties the people are 
willins^ to vote a uoort roart tax. but 
they do not want to create a bonded 
debt or any debt, and to permit the j J 
people in any county to vote a road ' o 
tax without debt or bonds there was J 
passed at the special session of 1917' { 
an act that allows any county to • 
vote Sfi annual tax in any ^-um not i J 
exceeding 20 cents on the one ^ % 
hundrbd dollars to be used in build- > • 
ing new roads and repairing old ones. > J 
Already several counties have voted i 
this tax and will collect it this year. 

The tax can he voted at either a 
.special election or the regular No- 
vember election. Counties that 
want this tax can vote it by a ma- | 
jfti ity vote at the next November | 
election and have the benefit of it on ; 
the roads next year, as the Fiscal j 
Court can borrow next spring 80 per | 
cent, of the amount the tax will raise ' 
and begin work on the roads early in | 
the year, paying the borrowed money j 
out of the tax collected in that year | 
when collected; and under this act j 
no debt can be created in any year j 
that can not be paid out of the tax 
tax collected in that year. The 
books must be balanced at the end of 
each year and there is no debt to be 
carried over. The money raised by 
this tax need not be used <» Inter- 
County-Seat Roads or State Boads. 

It can be put on any road or 
bridge that the Fiscal Court wants' 
'to build or repair. 

The tax voted may be 5. 10, 15 or 
20 cents on the one hundred dollars 
and it may be voted for one year or 
any number of years not exceeding 
ten. All countie.s that want good 
roads without bonds or debt and 
that can not raise enuogh money un- 
der the present 50 cents tax to keep 
the roads in repair should vote this 
tax. Get a copy of this new law 
from your County Clerk or write to 
me and* I will send you a copy. Vote 
the 20 cents tax at the November 
election and begin your road work 

next spring. _

Foriy eggs of the modern hea are 
required to flU the eggshell of the 
gigantic prehistoric ostrich whieh 
has been placed oa exhibitloa in the 
American Maeeam of Nadeaal His- 
tory. 

The specimen is the best of its 
kind in the world and is in perfect 
condition, with the exception of a 
small hole through which the orig- 
inal contents may have disappeared. 
The fossil shell, when filled with wa- 
ter, was found to have a os^paeity of 
a trifle more than two quarts. 

This eg^ was discovered in the 
Province of Honaa, China, in June, 
1915. K was seen sticking la fhe 
bank of the Yellow Rirer, where It 
modem times.
